Old  Annis  Chanaler  really  was  the  first  of  the  tavern-keepers  of 
this  line,  for  she  started  after  her  husband  died  in  Roxbury, leav- 
ing her  with  young  children  and  debts  to  pay. 

John  I5ane,  whose  wife  had  just  died,  married  Annis, paid  the 
debts  and  started  the  older  boys  in  business,  and  after  getting 
his  son  Francis  Bane  married  to  a  daughter  of  Edmund  Ingall s  of 
Lynn,  up  to  Andover  they  carae,  after  1646.  Hannah  Ingalls,  accord- 
ing to  tradition,  crossed  the  sea  with  bachelor  ^eorge  Abbott,  but 
she  fell  in  love  with  Dane,  and  v/as  married  in  Parson  Elliot's  church 
in  good  style. 

Andover  took  all  these  allied  families.  They  included: Andrew 
Allen,  who  had  married  Faith  Ingalls;  Tom  G}^andler,  down  in  the 
present  Mar land  Vil ^age,  our  first  blacksmith      and  foundry-man, 
whose  estate  ,  in  bits,  lay  all  over  Andover;  ^eorge  Abbott  and  his 
sister,  hannah,  whose  estate  Is  still  unalienated  in  two  lines  here. 
These  were  from  old  Roxbury  and  with  them    as  settlers  were  belli- 
gerent Job  Tyler    and  that  staunch  old  Saxon, i^icholas  Holt,  who  diroii 
love  of  the  rocky  "holts"  of  his  foreign  home,  choee  the  highest 
points  of  vantage  for  his  homestead-and  his  name  is  up  and  down 
the  river,  from  Holt's  Rocks  at  i^«ewbury  to  Holt's  Hill, Andover . 

rid  grand -mother  Annis  lost  her  John  Dane  early,  and  being  a 

most  desirable  match,  John  Parmenter-of  all  people,- came  from  Sud- 

jestate 

bury  to  help  keep    the  tavern  on  the  Chandler-Dane  rfiBtn?  in  Roxbury- 
and  married  Annis.     She  died  1685-  a  blessed  saint,  according  to 
Elliot,  known  far  and  wide  as     the  keeper  of  a  tavern  where  a  home- 
sick wanderer  had  help  in  his  last  extremity." 
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In  the  first  great  divisions,  William  Chandler's     share  of  land, 
in  one  place,  spread  dovm  from  the  present  Brothers'  Field,   (  held  by 

the  Abbotts)  to  Roger's  Brook,  down  r^artlett  Street.  About  1660  he 
exchanged  v/ith  V.'ra.  Ball  ard,  v/ho  had  been  keeping  a  tavern  on  the 
Blllerica  Road,  near  the  old  Pillsbury  place.  Chandler    had  a  desire 
to  keep  a  tavern  in  his  old  age,  --)allard  took  his  first  site,  at 
Homer  Foster's    and  perhaps  land  near  fienry  Haywood's.  The  son  who 
inherited  the  Ballard  homestead  v/as  on  the  Foster  place  when  the  heirs 
sold. 

^hiring  the  following  years,  the  Holt  grants  became  so  mixed 
with  those  of  the  chandler  boys,  who  held  land  their  father  did  not 
exchange  with  Ballard,     it  Is  difficult  to  settle  on  some  of  the  titles 
It  is  said  that  in  the  old  days,  if  a  stranger  came  to  this  parish  and 
askedja  man  his  name,  it  v/as  sure  to  be  either  Abbott, Holt  or  Chandler. 
This  monopoly  of  good  holdings  in  these  families,  lasted  until  the  4th 
generation.  I'he  Phillips -Academy  site  was  all  Abbott's,  until  the 
trustees  took  it  over. 

The  French  War  opened  the  eyes  of  the  young  men  to  the 
room  on  the  frontiers,  and  let  nev/  people  come  here.     Tom( 3 ) Chandler 
and  v/ife  Mary  Stevens,  sent  their  son  James  (4),  as  minister  to  Row- 
ley, and  son  John,  minister  to  Billerica.     Joseph  (4)  learned  the 
blacksmithJ^andThad  a  house  and  shop  on  the  site  of  the  Johnson  house. 
He  died  at  25,  in  1746.  He  had  needed  money,  so  mortgaged  the  home  to 
Isaac  Blunt,  the  young  hatter  and  felt  maker. 

Blunt  came  of  an  aristocratic  line,  dating    back  to  the  14th 
King  of  Denmark,  whose  grandson,  a  Danish  count,  married  the  daughter 
of  Count  i&old  of  Flanders. (  Blunt  was     the  first  Belgian  in  Andover. ) 

Four  generations  from  this  pair, the  Blunts  went  with  Wm.  the  Conquer- 
or to  England,  had  a  good  pull  and  held  large  estates . Shakespeare  men- 
tions one-  SlB    Walter  Blunt, slain  at  ShrewsburA'>il402,  ln"Senry  IV." 


I, 
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It's  a  long  way  from  Belgium  and  the  field  of  Shrewsbury,  but 
the  Blunt  line  made  it.  Down  in  the  younger  generations  came  itoi. 
Blunt  of  Bristol  and  his  son,liniliam,  of  Barbadoes ; then  two  grandsons, 

William  of  ^dover  and  Sam,  of  Chatlestown.  '.Vm.  married  Ballard's  daught- 

V 

er  Elizabeth,  and  had  the  farm  near  Ripley's  farm-house  extending  to 
the  V/ilmington  line  anu  over  to  the  west  side  of  the  Shawshin. 

These  Blunts  were  big, handsome  giants  v/ith  Mighty  voices.  One 
brother,  John,  lived  over  by  Nathan  Clark's,  and  would  call  to  brother 
David  on  tne  Ripley  place    and  they  would  holler  back  and  forth.  One 
of  these  boys    got  an  Indian  "  down  on  "  him,  and  the  heathen  waited 
behinfl  a  big  boulder  on  the  road  from  Ha^.rward's      to  Ripley's  farm,  to 
shoot  him.  But  Blunt  was  so  good  locking  and  so  fearless  as  he  went 
about  his  work,  the  savage's  heart  was  drawn  to  him,  and  he  gave  up  his 
plan  and  the  two  became  friends.  That  type  o&  a  man  would  win  a  wido?/ '  s 
heart  easily. 

This  Isaac  (3)  Blunt  v/as  son  of  v/m,(2)  and  wife  -^arah,  whose  surname 
we  never  got.  She  died  here  with  her  son  in  the  old  Chandler  house, 1760, 
Father  rVilliar.i  had  six  sons  to  start  in  life.  He  gave  some  the  lands  at 
Chester,  N,h.;some  went  to  Sheepscot  Bay,tAe,,  son  John,  he  made  a  clergy- 
man; Isaac  learned  the  felt^making  trade  anc^.   was  given  felOO. 

He  began  to  buy  land  in  a  modest  way;  loaned  money  to  Jos, Chandler 
on  his  house.  Uncle  James  paid  up  the  mortgage    at  Joseph's  death,  and 
sold  the  house  to  young  Blunt.     Blunt  bought  outlying  lots  with  the 
proceeds  of  his  felt -hat -making.   Kenry  Gray  sold  him  some  of  the  Gray 
property  before  he  went  up  country.  The  Love joys  and  ^ardwells , whose 
estat  es  lay  along  Highland  Road    to  North  Parish  and  down  in  the  fields 
over  the  brook,  to  Wilson's  Corner,  also  sold  to  him. 

Isaac's  wi^e,  ^ary  Abbott,  diea  in  April  1760,  at  35,  soon  after 
the  birth  of  her  baby,  leaving  Isaac  v/ith  one  son  and  several  daughters. 
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Over  m  Methuen,  i^^dward  Her  rick  had  kept  a  tavern    on  Gage's  ferry 

road.  His  widow, Mary  Kirnball  of  Boxford,  was  probably  a  fine  house-keeper 

■L^ate  in  1760  she  came  over  to  be  a  step-mother  to  Blunt »s  children.  I  think 

from  the  deeds  of  this  period  and  the  later  deed  to  his  Isaac,  his  son  by 

Mary  herrlck,— our  Isaac  (3)  had  the  tavern  scheme  in  mind  at  that  date, 

and  that  a  new  house,  suitable  for  the  purpose  was  then  built, 
favored 

The/route  to  Cambridge  from  North  ■t'arish  and  beyond,  was 
the    Boston  Roaa»  the  way  from  Jiaverhill,  Ward  Hill,  past  Great  Pond 
and    down  past  the  cemetery  to  the  Wilmington  line      was  older  and 
popular  in  the    time  of  the  Revolution.  'iTie    road  was  marked  by  mile- 
stones, one  of  which  is  stilT  standing  opposite  the  Peters*  place 
on  uhestnut  St.,  North  Andover,  and  in  ray  youth  one  stood  before  the 
Henry  Hayward  house, Porter  Koad,     The  Cambridge  roxite  was  used  to 
avoid  the  ferry  across  the  Charles, 

WashiQgton  on  his  travels  in    1789  rode  from  Haverhill  Square, 
where  he  had  passed  the  night  at  the  Masons'  Arms,  across  from  Ward 
Hill,  to  Anaover,  and    breakfastea  at  Isaac  Abbott *s  tavern-the  pres- 
ent Locke  Mouse  on  Elm  Street. After  visiting  Phillips *fiansion  nouse 
he  received  the  Andover  salutati6ns  on  the  old  Blunt  Training  field. 

I  place  Blunt 's  Tavern,  near  1760.  The  elm  was  brought  from  Nev/bury 
(4) 

by  Capt.  Isaac/when  a  young  man,  and  plantea  1790. 

Son  John,      by  the  first  wife,  Mary  Abbott,  Isaac V3 J  sent  to 
Milford,  N.H..Some  of  the  nerricks  stayed  on  here  after  they  married. 
Some  of  the  grandchildren    of  one  group  lost  their  father  early  and 
were  adopted  by  Isaac  (3)  Blunt  and  Ephraim  Abbott,  the  miller  in 
Abbott  Village,  who  lived  on  the  Peter  Smith  site# 

Isaac  (3)  finally  gave  up  his  business  of  felt-making  and  inn 
keeping  in  1795, when  the  elm  was  a  sprig.  Not  much  can  be  gleaned 
of  the  long  years  flrom  1760-1795. 
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Iji  1769  came  tJie  greatest  tragedy  of  the  Blunt  family,  hjlizabeth(3 ) , 
sister  of  Isaac,  was  accused  of  poisoning  her  daughter-in-law, Ruth 
Perley  Ames.   (  Elizabeth  had  married  ah  Ames  of  Boxford,  )      'ilie  whole 
tale  was  set  forth  in  Essex  ANTIQUARIAN  of  Jan.lS98T  the  gruesome  in- 
cidents of    the  eWiumation  of  the  body  and  the  test  of  the  criminal 
by  touch,  etc-  the  son  accusing  the  mother, and  she  her  son, 

John  Adams,  ^nel  ^''resident  of  U.S.  was  her  council.  They  had 
plenty  of  money  and  did  all  they  could  to  save  her.  Mary ( Her r Ick ) 
Blunt  was  one  of  a  host  of  witnesses  from  Andover.  A  sort  of  Scotch 
veraict  was  given-  not  proven-  and  mother  and  son  were  discharged. 
The  family  pulled  up  stakes  and  left  a  valuable  estate,  to  end  in 
obscurity  in  U)ndonderry,  N,H- 

In  1795,  three  years  before  his  death,  old  Isaac  gave  to  his  son, 
^apt,  Isaac (4),  four  parcels  comprising  the  estate    he  had  put  together 
as     his  homestead.  Young  Isaac  married  Lois  Phelps,  of  the  family  v/ho 
lived  up  by  hagp^et's.  The  first  parcel  was  that  "on  which  my  house  now 
stands , reserving  the  ^ast  half  for  my  life,  with  privileges ; the  sw.  cor. 
on  the  road  at  the  end  of  the  wall^bds.  on  a  parcel  that  was  once  own- 
ed by  Ebenezer  Abbott(f ather  of  his  1st  wife  Mary),  he  reserved  a  way 

described 

across  the  whole  plot.  The  2nd  parcel-  MI  of  the  house/ in  a  dee3  from 

Isaac  Abbott,  Jr., (the  other  tavern-keeper ), whose  grants  ran  up  along 

the  site  of  the  Town  House-Press  Building©  and  in  the  fields  to  the 

Seminary  , which  he  had  bought  in  1761..  The  3rd-the  n^.  cor.  of  the  lot 

on  bounds  of  land  held  by  the  Academy  "and  on  the  road  from  my  house 

to  the  Meeting  House."     That  v/as  the  end  of  ^alem  3t.,  surely. The  E. 

line  ran  on  the  road  leading  to  Wm.  Chandler' s.  That  was  35avid  hidden*s  oV 

Moses  Abbott '  s-then  a  Uhandler  estate.     On  the  flat<-^lron  shaped  ^ot- 

cor.Salem  St.,  he  gave  Mrs.  Richard's  mother  a  lot  and  house  when  she 

married  Stanley, The  Training  Field  came  off  the  laUge  end  and  Prof, 
Graves  bought  from  Isaac  (4), 
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The  Training  Jt^'ield  lot  was  transferred  to  the  Academy,  with  a  right 
reserved  for  the  town's  use  whenever  a  Military  Co. required  it. 
The    fourth  parcel  left  to  Isaac  ^4)  v/as  the  Hoger's  Brook  pasture,  26 

acres  on  the  road  "  from  my  house  to  Wm.   'i/ardwell's  on  highland  Koad, Along 

IVardweli'a  lots  to  Downing  place  and  to  Simonds  farther  down  the  road,v/hlch 

caine  in  a  deed  from  ^eorge  Abbott,  1776. 

Isaac  (3)  had  made  a  v/ill  in  1791,  before  this.  Taxes  were  high  on 

his  large  landed  estate.  We  were  recovering  from  the  ^evolution  and  did  not 

get  a  fair  start  in  trade  before  the  ''ar  of  1812    came  on.       Gapt,  Isaae 

took  over  a  failing  business  in  a  strenuous  time. 

Tavern  keepersjcame  to  grief,  Isaac  Abbott  and  others.  A  new  road, 

from  Londonderry,  was  projected,  and  a  bridge  over  the  Merrimac  aiscussed. 

Salem  turnpike  took  some  travel; Essex  Turnpike  came  on  soon. Taverns  and 

jjoll' houses  sprang  up  along  the  route-  but  the  railroadi-in  1832,  ended 

all  tavern  business.      Ames'  Tavern  in  the  Square  v/as  getting  the  largest 

share  of  the  business  but  it  v/as  so  badly  managed, Ames  was  twisted  up  with 

debt  and  owed  everybody  in  town.  He  never  paid  a  debt-  nor  asked  for  payment* 

There  were  many  like  him  in  business,  in  those  days. 

Old  Isaac  passed  in  1798,  with  a  fever,  aged  86.  The  well  v/as  not 

placed  right  and  drains  from  the  house  came  from  above  it.  ■^''ever  took  a  lot 

of  our  fellow  townsmen  until  i'arson  Smith  secured    the  Haggets  Pond  water 

for  us. 

Until  1833,  Capt .  Isaac  struggled  with  the  new  conditions,  hampered 

with  debts,  mortgages  and  one  thing  or  another,  neighboring  estates-the 

Gf6o. Chandler's, Dr. Clark's, Jo  Burns, Mark  holt's,  all  came  under  the  harmner, 

so  how  could  poor  Isaac  escape? 

At  Isaac(4)'s  death  in  1833,     Samuel  Merrill,  then  our  promising 

young  lawyer,  was  administrator . 'The  inventory  included  his  place,  the 

Lovejoy  swamp, Pine  hill, Palls  Woods, lots  in  Johnson  meadov/,i«'iackerel  Cove 

at  Foster's  i-ond,  a  pev/  in  Milton  ^^adger's  church. Also  a  great  number  of 

beasts;  hay,  English  salt    and  meadow;   a  chaise, carts,  wagons,  sleigh; 
provisions; cider, tackle; bonds  and  notes .Assets-f 11,745)  debts-  $8000o 
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The  place  was  advertised  for  sale  in  the  Essex  Gazette  at  tiaver- 
hill,  then  our  County  paper.     The  auction  was  adjourned  three  times 
and  finally  was  ^eld  on  Nov,  29,1854.  It  passed  to  the  highest  bidder, 
Ezra  Holt,  who  came  down  from  -i-'emple,  N.H. ,  where  he  had  been  seeing 
his  father  through  the  winter,  on  a  farm.  He  got  it  for  $  3624.  The 
sale  comprised  house  and  outbuildings  on  2  acre  lot  on  the  road  to 
No,  Andover,  and  on  the  i:>alera  Road,  part  of  the  parsonage  lots,bo\and- 
ing  on  Daniel  Ray, the  Griffin  estate(that  was  the  hammond  house, now 
Somers),  A  plot  on  the  road  to  North  Andover      tad  a  house  on  it  occup- 
ied by  Abigail  Anderson  and  she  was  given  the  chance  to  move  it  off 
the  peat  meaaov/  over  in  Johnson's  ra€Ladow,  to  his  pasture.  On  one  lot 
a  right  of  way  was  reserved  for  Jewett  Jones  to  get  across  to  hla 
pasture. 

So  the  land  v/ent  back  to  a  descendant  of  old  William  Chandler 
and  his  neighbor,  Nicholas  Holt,     Major  Blunt  retired  to  one  of  the 
the  houses  they  held  on  Highland  Road.  Lois  died  there  from  a  fall  and 
a  fever  in  1849,     All  i.lajor  Sam's  children  were  born  there  save 
Milton,  the  youngest,  b,ld37, 

Capt.  Isaac  (4)  Holt,  sold  to  Asa  Tovme,  who  came  to  build  :the 
Lawrence  bridge  (old),  the  lot  where  Graves  lives ^  and  Towne  built  the 
house  which  v/as  later  oucupied  by  Principal  John  Adams,  in  my  father's 
boyhood*    Mark  Newman  got  some  land  from  him-part  of  the  Parsonage  loti 
near  the  Cheever  house,  Newman  was  a  relative  of  the  Herricks,  Isaac's 
wife's  first  husband's  people.  He  let  ^artlett  dig  sand  off  his  side 
of  a  lot  he  sold  to  the  trustees,  if  he  would  build  a  sustaining  wall, 
Panama  ^anal  style.  He  had  a  dicker  with  ''eremiah  Goldsmith  over  Mack- 
erel Cove  lot  which  may  settle  where  the  Butters'  lot  was.

V/e  find  the  name  of  this  family  spelled  BODWELL, BADVVELL, BARD\7ELL; 
BAl^'DVffiLL,  BCADVVELL,  BODLE ,  BODl'ffiL ,  BORD-.TELL ,  BOITOWILL,  etc. 

Henry  (l(Bodwell,  according  to  traaition,  was  a  runaway  schoolboy. 
Some  say  he  came  from  Wales,  others  that  his  home  was  in  Scotland. 
Albert  E.  Bodwell,  architect  of  -L-awrence,  claims  that  he  was  Welsh, 
and  grandson  of  Henry  de  Bodville,  3rd  son  of  Hugh  Gv/yn  Bodvel  of 
Bodvel,  a  Deputy  for  the  Vice  Admiral  of  Worth  Wales. 

He  is  said  to  have  left  the  paternal  roof  at  Bodvel    to  live  at 
Anglesey,  and  had  children,  one  of  whom  they  hope  to  prove  the  father 
of  Henry  of  AI^DOVER,  b.  1654,  who  came  here  as  a  child. 

Every  parish  church  in  -Vaies  would  have  to  be  searched  before  the 
line  ofjclescent  is  established  as  there  are  Bodwells  all  over  the  country* 
A  dozen  families  in  V/ales  took  the  advice  of  Senry  VIII  and  took  the 
name  of  their  manor  for  a  surname,  whicin  is  what  Hugh  Gwyn  of  Bodvel 
did.     The  estate  was  BODVILx.-E  or    BodVEL.The  name  Henry,  is  not  a 
Welsh  name,  but  v/as  also  ad6pted  after  that  date  by  some  branches. 

Henry  Bodwell,  whoever  he  was  abroad,  was  one  of  the  survivors  of 
Bloody  Brook  fight. (See  Bodge  and  Lothrop  Expedition.)    He  was  wounded 
in  the  left  arm,  but  by  swinging  his  gun  and  laying  about  him  with  his 
good  right,  he  fought  his  way  out.  from  the  ambuscade,  and  escaped. 

He  v;as  the  sharpshooter,  described    by  Miss  ffiailey,  in  her  "Sketches 
of  Andover",  who  shot  the  Indian  at  long  distance,  across  the  Merrimac. 

One  deposition  on  record  states  that  Henry  was  24  in  1678; another 
says  he  was  33  in  1684-  so  1  take  it  .     he  was  born  between  1651-4. 

Apparently  no  one  abroad  had    any  interest  in  getting  him  back 
and,  if  the  claim  is  true,  that  he  v/as  pl;jced  under  guardianship  of  Rev 
Thos.  Parker,     over  here,  there  v/ould  be  some  paper  filed  to    prove  it 
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The  BODWELL  FAMILY 

Some  say  that  Henry's  first  farm  was  near  Bodwell 's  ferry,  on  the 

North  Lawrence  side,   just  above  the  aam,  up  Water  street  a  little. The 

original  farm  of  Henry  (2)  and  his  son,  Capt .Senry(5 )  Bodwell,  was

Gullishan  Klm^  Our      Menry's  heirs  drew  Broxton    grants  for  his  ser- 
vices in  the  Narragansett  War. 

Cn  Sept.  18,  1675,  "^apt.  Lathrop  of  Beverly  or  Danvers  left  his 
estate  on  Sugar  Loaf  Hill,  and  v/ith  90  picked  men  went  to  guard  wheat. 
Ihey  arrived  at  Bloody  Brook,  so  called  since  the  tragedy  at  DeerfielcJ. 
In  spite  of  warnings  from  experienced  men,  some  of  the  band  lay  down 
their    guns    and  began  to  pick  grapes.     Ambushed  Indians  took  advantage 
of  the  carlessness.  Hubbard  spoke  of  them  as  the  "Flower  of  Essex  Troops 
meeting  a  "sad  and  awful  i^rovidence  on  a  black  and  fatal  day."

THE  BODlTELx.S  OF  BODV/ELL 

In  the  table  of  Sheriffs  of  this  County ( Caernarvon^ hire )  this  name 
appears  frequently  in  the  earlier  ages.  Tae  farail^y  occupied  a  promin- 
ent position  in  the  countj^  circles  and  in  its  public  business. 

Mo  representatives  of  the  older  line  are  knxsrwn  to  exist  in  '.Vales 
at  the  present  time, Some  of  the  same  may  have  emigrated  to  America  in 
the  l^th  century.     The  ancient  house  is  now  occupied  by  a  tenant  farmer 
and  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Asselm  Smith  of  Vaernol.  ITie  Bodv/ells 
were  of  the  Clan  of  Colwyn  ap  Tanguo,Lord  of  Efisnydel, founder  of  one 
(  the  V.  )  of  the  XV  Noble  Tribes  of  i^orth  Wales  and  Powys. 

John  V/ynn  ap(son  of)  Hugh  of  Bodwell, Sheriff  of  the  County  A.D.  1551 
and  1560  v^as  a  man  of  great  note  in  his  day, -and  had  married,-  accord- 
ing to  Lmvys  Dwyn, -Elizabeth, daughter  of  Sir  John  ap  Sir  John  Pulsdon. 
In  the  memoirs  of  Sir  John  Wynn  of  Snyder,  we  find  the  following, 
respecting  hlm:- 

"  The  memorable  services  of  Sit  Joim  Y/ynn  ap  Hugh  Bodwell,  born  at 
Bodwell-or  BODVIL-in  Lr^n  ,  v/hereof  he  was  lord  are  not  to  be  forgotten. 
He  was  standard  bearer^  to  John, Earl  of  ^arvilcls.,  afterv/ard  lAike  of  Korth 
umber  land.   In  the  great  field  fought  between  him  and  i^-elts  and  the  reb* 
els  of  Norfolk  and    Suffolk  near  Norwich  In  Idward  the  VI's  time, (Aug, 
1594)  his  horse  was  slain  from  under  him, he  himself  hurt, yet  he  upheld 
the  great  standard  of  England  for  which  services  the  Duke  of  Northumber- 
land bestowed  on  him  two  fine  estates  in  Lynne  by  the  isle  of  Bardsey, 
near  Aterdavon  called  the  *Curtv/lth', 

The  name  of  Bodwell  was  doubtless  taken  from  the  ancient  seat  of 
the  family,  for  up  to  the  time  of  John  Wynn  ap  Hugh,  no  fixed  surname 
had  be  en  adopted, but  the  ancient  Welsh  custom  o£  calling  a  man  after 
his  father's  first  name    was  followed,  John's    son, Hugh  Gwyn  Bodwell, 
is  the  first  we  find  after  this  name  and  thenceforth  the  surname  was 
continued, 

Hugh's  son, Thomas  Bodwell, was  t^e  representative  of  the  house  in 
1602.  His  first  wife, Louisa, daughter  of  IQiomas  Gl-yn  of  Glynllif or,by 
whom  he  had  two  daughters.  His  second  wife  was  6a therlne, daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  Owen  ap  Robert, of  Bodeon  or  Bldeor,  by  whom  he  had  a  sonj 
John.

Most 
of  the  first  settlers  there  were  from  Concord,  N.H,  Incorporated  Jan. 11, 
1777.  547  inhabitants  in  1790. 

Rumford, Me.  incorporated  -^'eb  .21 , 1800 ,  when 'it  had  262  inhabitants. 
Most  of  the  first  settlers  were  from  Concord,  N.H^ 

Andover.^e. , -the  first  settler  was  Ezekiel  Merrill, who  settled  thtre 
in  1786  coming  from  Andover,Mass.  He  was  the  sole  inhabitant  for  two 
years.

I  know  you  think  Thomas  died 
at  Andover,  and  await  the  result  of  your  researches  with  interest,  and  1 
have  no  proof  to  the  contrary. 

I  do  hope  that  you  can  find  that  old  lady,  who,  as  Mr.  Ivloses 
Stevens  thinks,  took  down  a  list  of  those  who  were  buried  in  the  old 
tombs  before  they  were  covered  up,  or  at  least  that  you  can  find  the 
list.  Mr.  Stevens  has  never  told  me  anything  of  the  old  tombs  and  I 
have  not  had  time  to  inquire , although  that  was  on  my  list  of  future
